“The courts of justices of 
the peace and police mag­ 
istrates are vitally impor­ 
tant to the American peo­ 
ple. This applies especially 
to 
traffic 
courts, 
where 
most people base their con­ 
cepts of our whole court 
system.” 


In order to upgrade the 
stature and- respect of his 
court, Buckley brought about 
many 
innovations 
after his 
first election in 1959.

placement of the American 
flag in the courtroom, for­ 
mal opening and closing cer­ 
emonies, no smoking or talk­ 
ing in the court, and separa­ 
tion of traffic and criminal 
cases.. 
Buckley 
also 
insists 
that 
the 
arresting 
police officer 
appear in court to face the 


accused. 
He 
explained: 
“I 
want 
people 
to 
feel 
that 
they 
have had a fair trial even 
if the outcome 
is 
against 
them. They should be en­ 
couraged to obey the law 
voluntarily, to become bet­ 
ter citizens. 
“ Any step a judge can take 
to engender respect for the 
law should be taken.” 


THE SON OF a plumber, 
Buckley was born in 1924 in 
Canton, 111. The family mov­ 
ed to Chicago and Buckley 
lettered in football at St. Mel 
High School and in baseball 


at Morton Junior College. 
He went on to get a degree 
in economics at DePaul Uni­ 
versity and bachelor of laws

A proposal to build 72 apart­ 
ment units north of the Arlington 
Market Shopping Center was sent

The project, to consist of two 
three-story buildings, fell short in 
utilization of land area, trustees 
agreed. 
Builder Edward Albright said 
he intended to build a swimming 
pool in the southwest corner of 
the apartment site “ if the d e-1 
mand arose” sometime in the 
future. 
THEREFORE, he lumped his i 
buildings into 
the 
site’s 
other 
three quadrants, he said. 
Trustees 
expressed 
concern 
that the pool would never be 
built and that the layout of a 
parking area presented a poten­ 
tial traffic hazard. 
The Colonial-style 
apartments 
are to be constructed on Miner j 
Street, between Hickory Avenue 
and Lincoln Lane. Rents will be 
from $155 to $185 per month.

case,” Buckley confided. “ I 
hold a court session on Tues­ 
day night to permit people 
who work during the day 
and want to plead guilty to 
come in and pay their fines. 


“ CASES OF a more seri­ 
ous nature and those where 
pleas of not guilty are en­ 
tered come up on Wednes­ 


day.” 
Buckley is paid a salary 
by the village. His compen­ 
sation is not determined by 
his levying fines for court 
costs. 
Some 
policemen 
criticize 
him for being too lenient. 


“ The 
preponderance 
of 


evidence must show that a 
person is guilty beyond all 
reasonable 
doubt,” 
Buck­ 
ley pointed out. “ If there 
is a doubt in my mind’ 
I’ll normally have to dis­ 
miss the case or find the 
defendant not guilty.” 
He admits to having little 
sympathy for drunken driv­ 
ers, feeling this violation is 
extreme in that it unneces­ 
sarily jeopardizes the lives of 
other motorists. 


HEARING traffic, civil and 
criminal cases gives a judge 
a pretty good variety of ex­ 
perience, 
Buckley 
believes. 
He feels the Police Magis­ 
trate Court is, therefore, a 
good 
training 
ground 
for 
higher responsibility. 
He 
is 
assisted 
in 
court 
work by Mrs. Dorothy Engle- 
son, 418 S. Patton Ave., clerk 
(rf the court. 
The 
mild-mannered 
judge 
is often called upon by civic 
groups to make speeches and 
public appearances. For ex­ 
ample,

However, the first session was 
so well received and the council 
“so sacred to Pope John” that 
it probably will be reassembled, 
priests agreed. 


THE ROMAN Vicar of Christ 
was admired as much for his 
ways as for his works. Striving 
for peace in a divided world, he

own term, which he extended to 
us Protestants,” Rev, Herbert 
said.

Total taxes paid on the 
Illinois Wire Tap 
Bill Moves Ahead 


SPRINGFIELD, ILL., —tUPD 
A measure to legalize wire tap­ 
ping by police on court order 
was overwhelmingly endorsed 
today by the Illinois Senate Ju­ 
diciary Committee. 
The measure was voted out 
by a 10-1 margin after senators 
heard testimony from Chicago 
Police Supt. Orlando Wilson. 
Wilson said, “We need this 
lawful tool.” 
, 
The Chicago Police Depart­ 
ment has not practiced wire­ 
tapping, Wilson said, because 
“We do not intend to win a bat­ 
tle against crime by unlawful 
means. But we find we have 
great difficulty enforcing the 
law 
without 
this 
additional 
tool.” 
A number of senators agreed 
to the proposal only on condi­ 
tion that the bill be amended 
later in line with a series of 


recommendations 
by 
C o o k 
County State’s Atty. D a n i e l 
Ward. 
WARD'S amendments would 
put the wire tapping law into 
effect for a two-year trial pe­ 
riod. 
Under provisions of the bill, 
police could get a court order 
from Circuit judges in cases 
where crimes are suspected. 
Sen. John Meyer, R-Danville, 
said the “apprehension (rf the 
average criminal now is pos­ 
sible without this bill, but I 
know no other way to stop the 
syndicated crime that to my 
mind is the greatest black mark 
against our society.”

HOWEVER, IT can be said 
with some fairness that Pala­ 
tine provides more service (be­ 
cause it has more tax monies 
to work with) than does Addi­ 
son. 
For example, $114,800 of the 
1963-64 Palatine budget g o e s 
toward garbage and rub b i s h 
pickup, a service which Addi­ 
son does not assume.

Currently short on revenues 
because much of the new in­ 
dustry in the Centex Industri­ 
al Park has not yet been of­ 
ficially listed on the tax rolls, 
village trustees are forced 
to 
borrow on anticipated revenues 
until income begins to m e e t 
expenditures. 


THE SERVICES now pr o ­ 
vided, including police an d 
fire protection, snow removal, 
and the street department, are 
all necessary. 
This year’s budget of $335,- 
780 is up 22 per cent f r o m 
last year’s figure of $273,801. 
Even so, a deficit of $25,000 
was carried over from th e 
1962-63 fiscal year. 
With an expanding popula­ 
tion, now estimated at 13,000, 
Elk Grove put $34,000 into its 
police department, the largest 
single increase this year. 
Last year, trustees set up a 
$100,000 working cash fund to 


help alleviate the burden 
o f 
excess interest on annual bor­ 
rowing.. The 1961-62 d e f i c i t 
was $40,000. 
The cash fund enables th e 
village, in effect, to b o r r o w 
from itself, eliminating h i g h 
interest rates. * 


ARLINGTON Heights, which 
reduced its corporate tax rate 
by one-tenth of a per cent this 
year, still had a 12 per cent 
increase in the oper a t i o n a I 
budget, now set at a million 
and one-half dollars. 
The largest increase was in 
the fire department which add­ 
ed new men and a new aerial 
ladder truck. (Total cost $67,- 
601). 
“The dollar cost of village 
government is of vital

cern to our citizens and we be­ 
lieve that this proposal as well 
as prior budgets and property 
tax levies indicate a continu­ 
ous effort to provide adequate 
services at minimum c o s t , ” 
said Village Manager L.

The side yard requirements shall be fifteen (15) feet. 
SECTION FIVE: Rear Yards. 
The rear yard requirements shall be thirty (30) feet. 
SECTION SIX: Floor Area per Dwelling. 
The minimum floor area for dwelling units in the B-4 Hotel, 
52.00 Motel, Apartment-Hotel, Office, and Institutional Districts shall 
be as follows:

Studio or Efficiency Apartments and Apartment-hotels

—400 square feet per dwelling unit. 
Motels and Hotels—180 square feet per dwelling unit

SECTION SEVEN: 
Lot Area and Width. 
All uses permitted in the B-4 Hotel, Motel, Apartment-hotel, 
75 Office, and Institutional Districts shall be served by public water 
— and sanitary sewers. 
The minimum lot area shall be twenty 
thousand (20,000) square feet, the minimum width at the estab­ 
lished 
building line shall be one hundred (IOO) feet, and the 
minimum lot area per dwelling unit shall be as follows: 
I. For studio and efficiency apartments, apartment-hotels, 
motels and hotels, the requirements shall be one thousand 
(1.000) square feet per dwelling unit. 
SECTION EIGHT: Off-Street Parking. 
1. Apartment-hotels. A minimum of one parking space shall 
be provided for each dwelling unit havihg two bedrooms or 
less. Three bedroom dwelling units shall require a mini­ 
mum of one and one-half spaces, and four bedroom dwell­ 
ing units shall require a minimum of two parking spaces. 
2. Motels. 
One parking space shall be provided for each 
dwelling unit or lodging room. 
3. Hotels, Transient. One parking space shall be provided for 
each alley plus such additional spaces as may be required 
herein for affiliated uses—bars, restaurants, and the like. 
5. Estblishments Dispensing Food or Beverages for Consump­ 
tion on the Premises. Three (3) square feet of parking 
space shall be provided for each one (I) square foot of 
public floor area. 
6. OFFICES, Business Research. Professional, and Govern­ 
mental. One parking space shall be provided for each five 
hundred (500) square feet of floor area. 
SECTION NINE: Off Street Loading. 
For buildings containing up to 100,000 square feet of gross 
floor area, one off street loading and unloading space plus one 
additional such space for each additional 100,000 square feet of 
gross floor area or fraction thereof in excess of 100,000 square 
feet, provided that such loading berths shall be at east ten (IO) 
feet in width by thirty-five (35) feet in length, exclusive of aisles 
and maneuvering space and shall have a vertical clearance space 
of fourteen (14) feet. 
SECTION TEN: Requirements for Inner Courts. 
An inner court shall have a width of not less than twelve (12) 
feet; a length of not less than one-fifth (1/5) of the height of such 
court; nor shall its area be less than twice the square of its re­ 
quired least dimension. 
SECTION ELEVEN: Provisions for Outer Courts. 
The width of an outer court shall not be less than one-fifth 
(1/5) of the height of such court nor less than one-fifth (1/5) of 
the length of such court. 
SECTION TWELVE. Provisions in Outer Courts. 
When an outer court is partially enclosed bv projections, the 
sum of the projections shall not exceed twenty-five (25) per cent 
of the greatest required width of the court. 
SECTION THIRTEEN: 
Definitions. 
For purposes of this Article, the following definitions shall 
govern: 
1. Floor Area Ratio. ( FAR. ) . The ‘‘floor area ratio” of the 
building or buildings on any zoning lot is the floor area of 
the building or buildings on that zoning lot divided by the 
area of such zoning lot, or, in the case of planned develop­ 
ments, by the net site area. The “floor area ratio” re­ 
quirements—as set forth under each zoning district—shall 
determine the maximum floor area allowable for the build­ 
ing or buildings (total floor area of both principal and ac­ 
cessory buildings) in direct ratio to the gross area of the 
zoning lot. 
2. Major Highway. 
A major highway is a numbered State 
or Federal Highway. 
3. Apartment-hotel. 
*An “apartment-hotel” is an establish­ 
ment in which at least ninety per cent (90%) of the ac­ 
commodations are occupied by permanent guests. Maid and 
janitor service must be provided if requested by tenants. 
4. Studio or Efficiency Apartment. 
A “studio or efficiency 
apartment” is a dwelling unit consisting of one (I) princi­ 
pal room (combined living and bedroom) exclusive of bath­ 
room. kitchen, hallway, closets, or dining alcove directly 
off the principal room, provided such dining alcove doe*s 
not exceed one hundred twenty-five (125) square feet in 
area. 
5. Hotel. A building in which lodging or board and lodging 
are provided and offered to the public for compensation 
and in which ingress and egress to and from a1] rooms is 
made through an inside lobby or office supervised by a 
person in charge at all hours. As such it is open to the 
public. 
6. Motel. A “motel” is an establishment consisting of a group 
of attached or detached living or sleeping accommodations 
with bathroom and closet space, located on a single zoning 
lot and designed for use by transient automobile tourists. 
A “motel” furnishes customary hotel services such as maid 
service and laundering of linen, telephone and secretarial 
or desk service and the use and upkeep of furniture. In a 
“motel” less than fifty per cent (50%) of the living and 
sleeping accommodations are occupied or designed for oc­ 
cupancy by persons other than transient automobile tour­ 
ists. 
SECTION TWO: This Ordinance shall be and hereby is or­ 
dered to be printed and published in pamphlet form. 
SECTION THREE: This Ordinance shall be in full force and 
effect from and after its passage, approval and publication in 
pamphlet form as provided by law.

Committee 
of 
Northwest Community Hospital 
has released the 1962 report of 
its Cancer Registery. It shows 
375 patients * have been regis­ 
tered in the past three years 
with 385 cancers. Niney-seven 
of the patients are known to 
have died. 


The most common types of 
cancer were found to be breast 
(59), cervi 
(48), skin (43), 
uterus (28) and lung (27). 
The cancer program of the 
hospital is registered and ap­ 
proved by the Committee on 
Cancer of the American College 
of Surgeons.

Rose Society may help exhibi­ 
tors garner top prizes in the 
amateur rose growers’ contest 
June 15 at Charles Klehm and 
Son Nursery. 
The Society suggests that to 
be in best condition for judg­ 
ing, rose blooms should be cut 
the previous afternoon or be­ 
fore dawn the day of the show 
and their stems immersed in 
cold 
water 
until 
exhibiting 
time. The flowers should not be 
dampened, and most varieties 
should be less than half open 
when cut so they will reach 
best form for judging. 
Roses which are cut several 
days before the show may be 
protected in one of two ways: 


I 
I) Cut in the evening, they 
should be immersed in water 
for 30 minutes to an hour, then 
removed from water, sealed in 
pliofilm bag and placed in re­ 
frigerator 
and 
removed 
just 
before show time. 
2)'Cut in early morning, they 
should be* sealed in pliofilm 
after foliage is sprinkled and 
placed in refrigerator. 


SINCE SID E buds on tea 
roses, hybrid teas, and hybrid 
perpetual and their climbing 
types 
will disqualify the en­ 
tries, these varieties must be 
disbudded for exhibition. The 
Rose Society says the buds 
should be removed as soon as 
they are large enough to pinch 
out, because they leave very 
little scar if removed early. 
Five-petalled single varieties 
of hybrid 
teas, 
grandifloras, 
floribundas, 
large-f l o w e r e d 
climbers and ramblers are ex­ 
hibited as naturally grown. 
In grooming their roses, ex­ 
hibitors may remove spray and 
dust residue from the foliage 
I with a soft, dry cloth. Specks 


J of dirt on the petals may be 
removed with a camel’s hair 
brush.

name. Exhibitors are requested 
to fill out one entry card for 
each specimen, group and ar­ 
rangement, with name and ad­

Says Most Rail Tax Disputes Are Settled 


CHICAGO (IPD — An official 
of the Chicago and North West­ 
ern Railway said this week that 
more than 60 per cent of Illi­ 
nois’ 102 counties have settled 
a tax assessment dispute with 
the railroads.

TOWN AND COUNTRY 4-H’ERS ENJOY GARDEN PROJ­ 
ECT: Since the early 1900's 4-H boys and girls have watched the 
miracle of growth and enjoyed the bounty of nature through their 
garden projects. Hundreds of young horticulturists in town and 
country are literally knee-deep caring for their gardens, lawns, 
shrubs and trees. 
Tested seeds, proven methods and latest scientific informa­ 
tion for growing health plants are at the disposal of the 4-H Club 
members enrolled in the garden program. 
Beginners in the 10-12 year group may start right off by do­ 
ing simple scientific experiments in seed germination. 
They 
also collect and identify weeds and insects. 
Soil testing, plant study and experimentation with plant 
varieties are undertaken bv older groups. The senior mem­ 
bers, usually ranging in age from 15 to 21, continue with 
scientific exploration and become skilled at judging and dem­ 
onstration. 
Garden produce contributes one of the basic foods to family 
meals, while ornamental gardening beautifies the home for the 
enjoyment of all. Many 4-H’ers report cash profits from the 
sale of vegetables and flowers at roadside stands and local mar­ 
kets.

Gary 
schoolteachers 


marched in picket lines to win 


recognition, teachers in High 
School District 214 achieved the 
same result without a sign of 
friction. 
School board members unan­ 
imously approved a resolution 
recognizing 
the 
non - u n i o n 
Teachers’ Association of Dis­ 
trict 214 and acknowledging it 
as a voice of the faculty. Mem­ 
bership in the association stands 
at 84 per cent of the total staff. 
The 
meeting 
between 
the 
Teachers’ 
Association 
spokes­ 
men and the Board of Education 
was detailed, frank and some­ 
times cautious, but both sides 
were obviously eager to cooper­ 
ate and establish a working re­ 
lationship which would benefit 
the district and the teachers. 


D ISTRICT 214 worked out de­ 
tails for recognition of a teach­ 
ers association in a friendly at­ 
mosphere marked with some 
touches of humor and laughter, 
but Gary school teachers “ clos­ 
ed shop.” The teachers cut off 
a day’s schooling for their pu­ 
pils over the issue being won 
by teachers at Arlington, Pros­ 
pect 
and * Forest 
View 
High 
Schools. Main issue in the Gary 


controversy was refusal of the 
school board to recognize the 
teachers’ union as a representa­ 
tive of the teachers. 
District 214 board members 
I expressed some concern over 
the implications of the word 
I “ recognize.” 
Before 
adopting 
the resolution board members 
sought the advice of their attor­ 
ney, who gave a “ go ahead ’ on 
the proposed wording. 


IN BRIN G IN G their request 
for formal recognition to the 
board, the teachers followed a 
carefully prepared format. 
Ed 
Fisher, chairman of District 214 
art 
departments 
and 
newly- 
elected president, gave board 
members a copy of the consti­ 
tution and bylaws of the group. 
Four purposes are listed in the 
documents: 
1) To engage in cooperative 
undertakings for the common 
benefit of the members: 
2) To promote pleasant per­ 
sonal relations among the group 
and to foster professional and 
ethical relationships on a high 
level: 
3) To promote active partici­ 
pation in the programs (rf the

; ( IE A ) and the National Educa­ 
tion Association (N EA ) and to

with

4) To promote and protect the 
interests of the faculty in those 
matters with which the group 
is vitally concerned, such as 
teacher welfare, salary, tenure 
and retirement. 


TH E CONSTITUTION states

To further stress the 
teachers’ leanings toward the 
professional non-union N EA, the 
constitution states, “ We shall 
not affiliate with any local, state 
or national union organization.” 
The association presentation 
before the school board includ­ 
ed a discussion on the orienta­ 
tion and legislative activities by 
Mrs. Marjorie Olson, secretary. 
Other governing board members 
explained the work of other as­ 
sociation standing committees— 
membership, Fred Vaisvil; sal­ 
ary, Al Umberger, and public 
relations, Don Williams. 
Williams pointed out the work 
which had been done to provide 
funds for the family of John Mc- 


| Gaughey while he was hospital­ 
ized. 
A District 214 teacher, 
McGaughey was provided suf­ 
ficient funds to sustain his fam­ 
ily throughout his illness by the 
money-raising efforts of the as­ 
sociation and faculty contribu­ 
tions. 


THE ASSOCIATION’S w o r k 


for teachers’ educational and 


professional standards (T E P S ) 
was discussed by Ron Sims. 


Sims told board members a 
code (rf ethics for teachers is 
under study by the T EP S com­ 
mittee. Through the governing 
board, the T EP S committee can 
handle teacher problems and in- 
so doing help to improve the 
profession from within, Sims 
said.

“The board of education newsletter is missing its communica­ 
tions purpose by a wide margin. It is my opinion that the school dis­ 
trict’s present public relations system is completely inadequate.” 


This statement was made in a report given May 29 at an ad­ 
journed meeting of the District 25 School Board by board member 
Charles Bennett. 


Bennett’s opinion was based on a self-conducted parent survey 
concerning the newsletters dis- 1 --------------------------------------------- 
tributed by the school district. 
Of the 279 persons he con­ 
tacted, 
Bennett 
said, 41 
re­ 


membered receiving 
the 
last 
letter, ll remembered reading 
the first page, and three re­ 


membered what was on the I 
page. 


NINE PERSONS emphatical­ 
ly denied receiving any letter 
at all, Bennett told the board, j 
He further contended that the 
letter currently up for board ap­ 
proval is “confusing, of ques­ 
tionable 
accuracy, 
and deals 
with 
matters 
the 
board 
has 
neither considered 
nor 
acted 
upon.” 


Bennett concluded his report 
with a motion to table action on 
the current letter and to es­ 
tablish a committee to look into 
the 
board’s 
public 
relations 
system.

Fully extended, the ladder 
reaches IOO feet; both its angle and direction 
are smoothly adjusted by hydraulic controls, 
and it can rotate a full circle. More than IO 
stories high, the aerial ladder’s advantage over 
ground ladders is that firemen can create a 
“water tower” over the top of burning build­ 


ings. The truck pumps 1,000 gallons of water 
a minute, and both the fireman and the hose 
can be belted in at the top of the ladder to 
allow for free play of the water stream. The 
weight of the ladder and hose is supported on 
the ground by side-rigger jacks under the sides 
and front of the truck. An intercom between 
controls and top permits communication be­ 
tween ladder and ground forces.

Second in State Tennis Headlines Arlington Year 


Card Teams Boast State 
Qualiiiers in 6 Sports 


(This is the first in a series of articles presenting the 
highlights of the 1962-63 athletic year at the four area schools. 
In the next three weeks the athletic programs at Prospect, St. 
V iator, and Forest View High Schools will be reviewed.)

Never has Arlington High been so well represented in the an­ 
nual series of state tournaments as it was in the 1962-63 school 
year. 
It s possible to send representative to nine state tourneys in 
a school year. Oily football is without its state champion. 
Arlington landed state slots 
in six sports in 1962-63. Card­ 
inal teams won two district 
championships. Chuck C l o s e 
and Russ Walters won the state 
doubles title in tennis, and soph 
Reid Olson ruled the state 
gymnasts on the still rings. 
IT WAS OL* reliable tennis, 
however, that stole the show 
again. The Cardinals’ varsity’ 
squad posted 
an 
impressive 
second place finish in the state 
competition, just 
two points 
behind champion New Trier. 
On a conference level tennis 
and baseball gave Arlington its 
top varsity slots with both units 
finishing in second place. The 
baseball team had to share the 
runner-up position with Down­ 
ers Grove. 
The Cards finished 
in the 
first division in four of t h e 
eight sports recognized by the 
West Suburban Conference. 


ARLINGTON High launched 
the 1962-63 school year with 
sub-par campaigns in both foot­ 
ball and cross country although 
the gridders ended on a solid 


note, blanking York 14-0, in the 
Dad’s Day finale. 
‘ Bus” Ormsbee’s final Ar­ 
lington football team registered 
a 2-5-1 over-all record and fin­ 
ished seventh in the league. 
The Cards opened with a vic­ 
tory over East Leyden, closed 
with the win over York, and 
tossed in a tie with Riverside- 
Brookfield in the six games in- 
between. 
Halfback Ken Layden put on 
a one-man show in the statis­ 
tics department for the second 
straight year. He finished with 
403 yards rushing, 30 yards 
passing, 131 yards on pass re­ 
ceptions, and 24 total points, 
all club bests. 
Arlington failed to land a po­ 
sition on the all - conference 
team. 


IN CROSS country the Cards 
were 1-8 in duals and finished

Inter-Suburban 
Association 
Formed After 
Careful Study 


Four years ago the Suburban and West Suburban 
Conferences faced the problem of providing an orderly 
plan for integrating new high schools of northern and 
western suburbs of Chicago into desirable leagues. 
The problem was complex because school districts 
with more than one high school could no longer place all 
their schools in the same 
in 
league. In such event a dis­ 
trict might not be able to 
have common policy for all 
its high schools. 
This situation brought about 
the proposal to create an au­ 
thority under which all of the 
existing or proposed leagues of 
the territory could operate. It 
was proposed that a common 
constitution 
and 
by-laws 
be 
created which would meet the 
needs of all the leagues. 
THE NEWLY created Inter- 
Suburban Association, which in­ 
cludes the Suburban, West Sub­ 
urban, Mid Suburban, and Des 
Plaines Valley leagues, marks 
the culmination of four years of 
study. 
During this interim period an 
Interim League was created to 
take care of the independents 
such as Glenbrook and Leyden 
and the excess schools of the 
Suburban and West Suburban 
schools. This Interim League 
was recently divided into Mid 
Suburban and Des Plaines Val­ 
ley leagues.

What ’s at Stake in Indiana Dunes Struggle

Today giant machines 
are clawing away at In­ 
diana’s remaining dunes, 
loading the sand on barg­ 
es, and finally dumping it 
into Lake Michigan off 
Northwest e m Universi­ 
ty’s campus in Evanston. 


The educational institution 
wants the sand to create ad­ 
ditional acreage to its campus 
and is paying $6,300,000 to 
have it created in the lake. 
Bethlehem Steel Corp. 
is 
leveling the dunes 
to build 
a $250,000,000 steel finishing 
plant, it says. 
There has been a battle of 
national 
scope 
for 
several 
years between those who wish 
to save about 6 4 miles of the 
dunes remaining on Indiana’s 
42-mile shoreline, and those 
who want industrial develop­ 
ment. 
Apparently 
the 
con­ 
servationists 
were 
gaining 
ground until the Northwestern 
University contract for sand 
exploded on the scene last 
year. 
The dunes weren’t always 
there. Their formation began 
about 11,000 years ago as a 
result of a great glacier mov­ 
ing down from 
the north. 
Since then the inexorable w ind 
and currents of Lake Mich­ 
igan have gradually and un­ 
ceasingly heaved sand into In­ 
diana’s dunes. 
THERE ARE other dunes. 
They occur from Petoskey, 
Mich., to the Indiana state 
line, with the Sleeping Bear 
Dunes of northern Michigan 
excelling in sheer grandeur. 
But for quiet beauty and ex­ 
otic biology, it is the Indiana 
Dunes that have been extolled 
by naturalists and botanists 
for nearly half a century. 
It is the only duneland that 
lies within easy driving range 
of the 74 million people in 
the Chicago metropolitan area 
(40 miles from the Loop). 
Yet its potential as a rec­ 
reational area has been rela­ 
tively untapped. 
W h a t 
is 
classified 
as 
duneland once stretched for 
about 25 miles along the 42- 
mile Indiana shoreline. Un­ 
til recent excavation work 
began, about 64 miles were 
left, including about 11,000 
acres. At the eastern end of 
the 
former 
25-mile 
dune 
shoreline 
Is 
the 2,182-acre 
Indiana Dunes State Park, 
a three-mile strip along the 
shore. 
But 
the 
heart 
of 
and 
choicest duneland lies just to 
the west of the park. Much of 
it is now owned by Bethlehem 
Steel. It probably isn’t fate 
that the choicest area still 
survives. It is the most rug­ 
ged, and posed more develop­ 
ment problems. But it is now 
practically the only portion of 
the 
Indiana 
shoreline 
that 
hasn't been consumed by de­ 
velopment. 
It may well have been the 
cheapest real estate available 
and suitable to 
Bethlehem 
Steel’s purposes when it first 
bought a chunk in 1956. 
Behind the controversial in­ 
dustrial development proposal 
are morally depressing reve­ 
lations (February, 1963, issue 
of the Atlantic Monthly) of an 
intertwining of political and 
business interests. Many mil­ 
lions of dollars were at stake 
in various ways. It seems that 
any objective analysis by the 
Indiana state government as 
to the best use of the remain­ 
ing duneland would be a prac­ 
tical impossibility. 


There are probably few—if 
any—areas in the United States 
that fit the general priority 
considerations contained in the 
recent report of President Ken­ 
nedy’s Outdoor Recreation Re­ 
sources Review Commiss i o n 
more than the Indiana Dunes. 
They are in a huge popula­ 
tion center in “critical” need 
of publicly owned land for 
recreation; they contain an 
incomparable 
fresh 
water 
shore and beach line, the wid­ 
est in North America, it is re­ 
ported; and they contain nat­ 
ural phenomena and combin­ 
ations 
not 
duplicated 
any­ 
where on the continent. 
“A beach is the greatest 
tourist attraction in the world. 
National Parks are runners 
up,” the Rand McNally Vaca­ 
tion Guide states. 
The present Indiana Dunes 
State 
Park 
contains 
about 
three per cent of the total 
park area in the state — but 
gets about 25* per cent of the 
human traffic to them, the 
Louisville, Ky., C o u r i e r - 
Journal reported, while put­ 
ting to shame Indiana news­ 
papers in exposing the total 
picture. 
Indiana and Illinois are 
near the bottom of the list 
of states in the amount of 
state 
p a r k s 
they 
have 
supplied their populations. 
Since 1940 the Federal gov­ 
ernment has only increased 
its national park acreage by 
about an infinitesimal .005 
per cent. That is 200 times 
less than one per cent. (The 
Indiana and the Sleeping 
Bear Dunes are two of 29 
new national parks the fed­ 
eral government is contem­ 
plating now.) 
Biologically, the dunes con­ 
tain flora and fauna ranging 
from desert cactus to arctic 
plants. It is a biological “ is­ 
land” 
which 
has 
long 
in­ 
trigued botanists. More than 
1,000 species of plants, in­ 
cluding 26 members of the or­ 
chid family, grow there, and 
255 species of birds have been 
observed there. 
One might 
question if Northwestern Uni­ 
versity and the proposed steel 
mills are intrinsically as im­ 
portant. 
The first director of the Na­ 
tional Park Service, Stephen 
T. Mather, visited the Indiana 
Dunes in 1916 and proposed a 
25-mile preserve there. But 
World War I intervened. In 
1925 the state established the 
present 2,182-acre dunes park. 
“In 
1929, 
Midwest 
Steel 
Corporation bought 750 acres 
straddling Burns Ditch, an 
artificial 
channel, dug 
three 
years earlier to drain the 
Little Calumet 
River,” 
the 
Courier-Joumal reported. 
IN 1931 AND 1935 the Army 
E n g i n e e r s recommended 
against the use of federal 
funds for a Burns Ditch har­ 
bor 
proposed 
by 
Midwest 
Steel, the article continues. 
In 1944 the Army Engineers 
again stated that the existing 
harbor facilities in the area 
were adequate. But in 1960, 
Col. J. A. Smedile, the army 
district engineer, announced 
that a port at Burns Ditch 
could be economically justi­ 
fied. But according to sundry 
accounts and a statement by 
Col. Smedile, alternative sites 
have not been studied. 
A comparative study of pos­ 
sible Indiana port sites was 
finally authorized by the U. S. 
House of Representatives last 
year. 
But Bethlehem Steel wasn’t 
interested in waiting for it. 
Early last year Bethlehem, a 
dredging 
firm, 
and 
North­ 
western University contracted 
to take 2,500.000 cubic yards 
(rf 
sand 
from 
Bethlehem 
owned dunes. The dredging 
firm 
will 
pay 
Bethlehem 
$20,000 for the sand. 
When this was announced, 
an offer was made to give 
free to the university for lake 
fill the material to be dredged 
from the Cal - Sag Canal. 
About 10,000,000 cubic yards 
were to be dredged from the 


canal, it was reported at that 
time, and will be otherwise 
dumped along its banks. 
The university board of 
trustees announced May 2, 
19(52, that it is their normal 
obligation to fulfill the con­ 
tract from which the dredg­ 
ing firm would not release 
them, according to reports. 
It has also stated that the 
Cal-Sag 
material 
is 
“not 
suitable” for its purpose. 
Until the Northwestern Uni­ 
versity contract was made, it 
appeared that the Save-the- 
Dunes 
Council, 
a 
citizens’ 
group organized in 1952, had 
a good chance to do just that. 
Sen. Paul Douglas of Illinois 
had proposed bills in 1958 to 
create a national park in the 
dunes. 
Sen. Douglas has ardently 
crusaded 
to 
preserve 
t h e 
dunes. He presently has a bill 
in the Subcommittee on Pub­ 
lic Lands of the Senate Com­ 
mittee on the Interior for a 
9,000-acre national park (in 
addition to the 2,100-acre state 
park). He got 16 senators to 
co-sponsor the bill. They are 
now waiting for a Bureau of 
the Budget decision on the 
Burns 
Ditch harbor before 
pressing 
the 
bill 
further, 
Douglas stated May 20. 
Last year both Indiana sen­ 
ators were in favor of the 
Burns Ditch harbor. But Sen. 
Homer Capehart was defeated 
for reelection last November, 
and new Sen. 
Birch Bayh 
hasn’t yet committed himself 
all the way. 
FOR THE PROPOSED har­ 
bor, the federal government 
is being asked to put up 
$25,500,000 and the state gov­ 
ernment, $38,000,000. The fed­ 
eral government has so far re­ 
fused, and the state govern­ 
ment has declined to shoulder 
the burden alone. 
It has been stated that 94 
per cent of the potential ton­ 
nage that would be handled 
in the port would be for the 
sole benefit of the Midwest 
and Bethlehem steel mills. 
Further, it might very well 
cost the state $3,000,000 a year 
to maintain the port. The two 
steel companies would prob­ 
ably be given free access to 
the port, with other users to 
pay- 
Another point is that em­ 
ployment in steel production 
is currently off about 30 per 
cent, and automation is grow­ 
ing. 
Pollution of the entire In­ 
diana lake shore is another 
likelihood in the future if pres­ 
ent development proposals are 
consummated, as anyone who 
has witnessed ports of the 
Great Lakes can attest. 
Indiana presently has four 
ports, three serving the steel 
producing area of 
G a r y , 
Hammond. Whiting and East 
Chicago, and one in Michi­ 
gan City. There is reliable 
evidence that these port fa­ 
cilities should be expanded 
rather than building a new 
port at Burns iDtch. Indiana 
ports already handle more 
tonnage “than any other state 
in the area,” according to 
the Martinsville, Ind., news­ 
paper. 
If the steel companies de­ 
cide to go it alone at Burns 
Ditch, there remains a ques­ 
tion of when do public prerog­ 
atives supersede private pre­ 
rogatives. 
On the surface, it seems In­ 
diana would do better to de­ 
velop one fine major port and 
industrial complex, even if it 
means public condemnation of 
property held by real estate 
speculators, than to foster a 
string of sub major, or even 
second-rate ports. 
“The creation of virtually 
every national park has been 
fought by local groups for one 
reason or another and, had 
their 
views 
prevailed, 
we 
would have had virtually no 
national 
parks 
or, 
indeed, 
state 
parks, 
either,” 
Sen. 
Douglas said.

Residents in some of the older north­ 
west suburban communities experienc­ 
ing a face-lifting have a stake in this re­ 
juvenation process. 
The economic health of a communi­ 
ty is often reflected in the tax burden it 
expects its residents to shoulder. A 
more attractive downtown area, with 
adequate provision for parking and oth­ 
er conveniences, keeps the economic ar­ 
teries of a municipality sound and vigor­ 
ous. 
Renovation projects 
in Arlington 
Heights apd Mount Prospect have added 
necessary parking facilities for hundreds 
of shoppers and commuters. 
The more businesses prosper in a 
community — both downtown and in its 
shopping center areas — the more the 
community itself does. Of direct benefit 
is the sales tax revenue derived from 
such prosperity. 
Another benefit not quite so readily 
apparent but of comparable importance 
was touched on by Robert Hollander, 
Palatine village manager, who noted: 
“The village wants to preserve our 
downtown shopping area as a unifying 
force. Without it, the town becomes a 
hodge-podge w i t h o u t any real focal 
point.” 
Palatine has had its troubles, how­ 
ever, selling downtown merchants on the 
idea of need for a street lighting pro­ 
gram. The proposal was rejected in a 
court suit initiated by property ojvners 
Fouling the 


President Kennedy’s Scientific Ad­ 
visory Panel’s recent report on pesti­ 
cides is largely a vindication for those 
who have been voicing alarm against in­ 
discriminate use of these chemicals. 
The scientists are urging research in 
an area which has yet to be investigated 
in determining the cumulative effects of 
pesticides on the brain, liver, fat and re­ 
productive organs of adults and infants. 
A continuing checkup on the levels 
of poison residues in air, water, soil, 
man, wildlife and fish is further suggest­ 
ed by the panel. A probe to determine if 
toxic residues are transmitted to unborn 
children or if they are present in a moth­ 
er’s milk is one form of research recom­ 
mended. 
The scientists also propose the goal 
of eliminating use of “persistent” pesti­ 
cides whose presence is found in the soil 
for years after application. DDT is the 
most widely used “persistent” chemical 
of this sort. Its wholesale use in house­ 
holds, for decimating the mosquito pop­ 
ulation, and in applying it to elm trees 
to combat Dutch elm disease is well 
known. 
Besides the the accumulative damage 
suspected of poisonous residues in food, 
the panel also warned against contami­ 
nation of dishes and utensils by house­ 
hold use of pesticides. Skin contamina­ 
tion by contact with clothing or blankets 
after mothproofing or dry cleaning was 
another area of potential danger not 
adequately investigated, in the panel’s 
view. 
The report confirms that basic re­ 
search in this vital area which pervades 
so many aspects of our lives is shabbily 
lacking. It demonstrates that there is 
no way of determining the possible dam­ 
aging consequences of pesticides because 
no body of evidence has been amassed 
from which determinations can be made. 
The food we eat, the water we drink 
and the air we breath have all possibly 


of the downtown area. 
Absentee landlords opposed the plan 
on the grounds that the special assess­ 
ments they would have to pay for the 
program were too high. Some mer­ 
chants, though, apparently favored the 
plan but were unable to provide the lead­ 
ership needed to push the proposal 
through since they only rented their 
downtown stores. 
Arlington Heights, conversely, is in 
stage five of its “Plaza Plan.” The first 
four phases of the program included 
widening of streets in the central busi­ 
ness district, installation of 144 new 
mercury vapor street lamps for improv­ 
ed lighting for night shoppers, and crea­ 
tion of commuter parking lots along the 
railroad. In addition, a new $450,000 
municipal building was constructed and 
occupied. 
The final stage of the Plaza plan calls 
for free parking for some 400 cars in the 
downtown district near the railroad sta­ 
tion and installation of a landscaped 
parking lot and mall. 
The improvement of facades and in­ 
teriors of individual stores, of course, is 
in response to the challenge provided by 
competition from shopping centers. 
If this competition is forcing down­ 
town store owners to become more alert 
and responsive to the needs of their cus­ 
tomers, then the consumer has nothing 
to do but benefit from such a competi­ 
tive situation.

been fouled by the reckless application 
of these chemical poisons. Yet, while so 
much research has been done — espe­ 
cially by the chemical industries — on 
perfecting more efficient insect killers to 
boost food production, practically none 
has been undertaken to determine what 
adverse effects the introduction of such 
synthetic controls has done to upset the 
balance of our environment. The in­ 
sects’ natural enemies, for instance, the 
birds, have been particular victims of 
pesticides. 
The report, while decrying lack of re­ 
search, also called for tighter controls. 
Specific recommendations in this regard 
call for transferring responsibility for 
such chemicals from the Department of 
Agriculture 
to 
the 
Department 
of 
Health, Education and Welfare, since the 
Agriculture Department appears to have 
concentrated more on matters affecting 
increased food production than health 
concerns. The scientists also want the 
government to modify the use of some 
hazardous and persistent poisons, and to 
aim for methods of insect control in­ 
stead of eradication since insects have 
a remarkable capacity for building up an 
immunity to pesticides. 
The report should act as a founda­ 
tion for legislation to curb the abuses 
practiced in the past in regard to these 
dangerous poisons. Until such laws are 
enacted, those agencies using such chem­ 
icals have a grave responsibility. They 
should exercise extreme caution in ap­ 
plying these killers. We again urge a 
reading of the Cook County Forest Pre­ 
serve District’s policy regarding use of 
insecticides and herbicides. It stresses 
use of natural controls and the keeping 
of chemical controls to an absolute mini­ 
mum. Northwest suburban municipali­ 
ties and agencies presently using pesti­ 
cides should find it required reading, es­ 
pecially in light of the new warnings 
from the President’s scientific advisors.

Disclosure Defeated 
Lobbyists Show Muscle

Illinois is one of the few 
states which requires no dis­ 
closure by lobbyists of what 
they spend. Recent action in 
the Senate indicates that Il­ 
linois will continue to be one 
of the states which does not 
let the public know what’s go­ 
ing on. 
Several of us in previous 
years have made attempts to 
have 
compulsory 
disclosure 
by 
lobbyists 
of 
what they 
spend. This was overwhelm­ 
ingly defeated, due to the ef­ 
forts of those same lobbyists. 


AT THE 
BEGINNING of 
this session it occurred to me 
that if we can not have com­ 
pulsory 
disclosure, 
at 
the 
very least we can have vol­ 
untary disclosure. 
I introduced a bill — co­ 
sponsored by Senators Alan 
Dixon and Robert McCarthy 
—that made the proposal as 
watered - down 
a s 
y o u 
could possibly 
make It. 
It 
simply said that the lobbyists 
“may” file statements show­ 
ing what they spend to pass 
legislation or defeat it. That 
put it on a strictly voluntary 
basis. 
This would permit those 
who would be willing to file 
returns to do so. It would 
give the public a little idea 
what Aas going on and who 
was spending the money. 
Newspaper 
reporters 
then 
could have contacted those 
who did not file statements 
and ask the simple question: 
“Why didn’t you file a state­ 
ment?” 
In 
any event, 
even 
this 


weak proposal was too strong 
for the lobbyists who bar­ 
raged members of the com­ 
mittee with requests to vote 
the bib down. 
The result was that the 
measure was defeated 10-1 in 
committee.

Folk Music 
Becomes Fad

t ' s j u s t 12 years since I bought a house in the 
country, and I confess that when we moved 
in I couldn't tell an oak tree from a willow. Now, 
of course, I can— just! A rose was a rose was a 
rose to Gertrude Stein, but roses aren't always 
roses to me. I call them as I see them. And some­ 
times I see them as geraniums. 
I never have known anything about gardening 
and probably I never will— nor am J ashamed of 
the fact. I am just an underprivileged city boy in 
that respect. Lawns, trees, flowers, hedges— 
they’re all beautiful, and I love them— so long as 
there’s somebody else around to take care of 
them. For me, gardens are to nap in. 
In our household, the “somebody else” is a 
rare Scot who is just about perfect in his job. Be­ 
fore he canje with us, an army colonel with whom 
he had been associated for a decade called me 
on the phone. 
“I want to tell you three things about Mac,” 
said he. “First: he’s the greatest gardener I ever 
met. Second: he’s the kind of manager we dream 
of finding in the Army. You can go off on a two- 


year trip publishing and lecturing to your heart’s 
content, and when you get home you’ll find every­ 
thing just the way you left it— or better. Third— 
and most important of all— if Mac wants to do 
things one way in the garden and you want to do 
them in another— save your breath.” 
It has all worked out in dreamy fashion. Not only 
do I never want to do things in the garden in an­ 
other way than Mac s, I don't know any other 
way. So we agree perfectly. My only contribution 
came when I discovered that rabbits and squirrels 
were eating five out of every six ears of corn we 
were growing and that those we did manage to 
smuggle to the dinner table were averaging us 
about two dollars apiece. 
“I’ve thought of a new method for getting 
corn,"’ I told Mac— who registered polite disbe­ 
lief. “The same way we get coffee and cinnamon.” 
Mac approved at once. He definitely does not 
like rabbits and squirrels. In the space we for­ 
merly grew corn we now play badminton. It’s a 
big saving. 
A noted columnist in his day who did cultivate 


a garden was Franklin P. Adams (remember his 
caustic wit on that classic radio program, “Infor­ 
mation Please”?). F.P.A. concentrated on rais­ 
ing peonies— probably just so that he could pun: 
“Take care of the peonies, and the dahlias will 
take care of themselves.”

tions in assessment practices are the rule. A re­ 
cent survey in Washington State showed that as­ 
sessed valuations varied from 1.9% of fair-market 
value to 900% , while a survey in Florida showed 
variations of from 2% to 300% . 
Why can’t a taxpayer go to court if he thinks 
he is getting a raw deal? Many do, every year— 
sometimes with satisfactory results, sometimes not. 
An aggrieved taxpayer in New Jersey confront­ 
ed a court with proof that, in his municipality, 
assessment ratios on one-family houses varied 
from 4.1% to 86% of market value, with his own 
assessment being well up on the high side. The 
assessors denied knowing of any specific ratio, 
explained the situation as “the hit-or-miss prod­ 
uct of years of inattention,’’ and argued, with con­ 
siderable logic, that it was “too chaotic” to permit 
relief to individuals! Relief, in this case, was never­ 
theless granted. 
But a judge in Massachusetts threw out a com­ 
plaint as “too late” because the tax for that year 
had already been collected, only to deny the same 
taxpayer relief early in the following year because 
he had as yet suffered no actual injury, since— 
though he had received an assessment notice— the 
tax bills for that year had not yet been mailed! 
At another hearing, a garage owner in a large 
western suburb came into court armed with proof 
that his garage was being assessed at a much 
higher ratio than any of the nine other garages in 
town. Case dismissed because the man was unable 
to show that any of the other garages were pre­ 
cisely identical in every detail with his own. 
No wonder the National Tax Association has 
pronounced the means of protest and appeal avail­ 
able to the average taxpayer to be “the weakest 
spot in the whole property-tax structure.” Only a 
few states have set up effective machinery to help 
taxpayers seek relief. 
There ought to be better laws to regulate all 
this? There are lots of laws— 50 sets of laws, one 
for each state. Consider the question of how prop­ 
erty shall be valued for tax purposes. In every 
state, the law establishes a standard. In 35 states, 
actual (or full, fair, fair cash, fair market) value 
is the legal standard. In nine others, a fixed per­ 
centage of actual value— ranging from 30% to 
60% — is the standard. But how do you determine 
what the actual value of a house and lot is? Even 
skilled professional assessors can make only a 
fair approximation in most cases. 


O 


n e m e t h o d is to compare sales records of 
similar properties over a period of years in 
the same locality— yet this is subject to market 
fluctuations and changing conditions (unemploy­ 
ment, for example). It isr however, the favorite 
method of the “equalization” authorities which 
have now been created by all state governments 
in the attempt to correct the vagaries of local 
assessments. 
The professionals who made the Washington 
State survey noted that sales records were not al­ 
ways complete and that trained judgment and con­ 


siderable local knowledge were required to strike 
a reasonable balance. “Only sales made by a 
seller not compelled to sell, to a buyer under no 
compulsion to buy, and with no abnormal cir­ 
cumstances involved, should be included in strik­ 
ing an average,” said another survey report. 
No one can expect a local assessor to do a pro­ 
fessional job for which he has not been trained, or 
to spend more hours on his job than he is paid for 
(although many of them do.) 'I n some places, 
where a part-time assessor is struggling with his 
end of the unwieldy job of tax collection, the tax 
rolls are made up by copying last year’s roll and 
adding on such new properties as the assessor 
happens to hear of, valuing these by guesswork 
based on long practice, or even by “windshield” 
assessment— just driving by and taking a quick 
look. In one extreme case, a state official in New 
York came upon an assessor, aged 76, who hadn't 
been out of his house in five years. And an Ala­ 
bama assessor who couldn’t read or write had the 
tax roll copied each year by his children! 


To most taxpayers, the widespread custom of 
assessing property far under its value is reassuring, 
even though it is obvious that the rate must be ad­ 
justed— in other words, hiked— to produce the 
necessary revenue. Under-assessment was once 
practiced by canny town fathers to cheat the 
state of its fair share of the property tax, back in 
the days when this tax was the mainstay both of 
state and local governments. Now that almost all 
states have found other means of supporting them­ 
selves and leave the property tax to the local com­ 
munities, under-assessment persists— either to at­ 
tract new residents and/or tax-paying industries, 
or to obtain a bigger cut of state school aid when 
more of that aid is given to “poorer” communities. 
Under-assessment, however, actually can cost 
the taxpayers of many communities more than 
they would have to pay with full-value assessments. 
Quite a few states place a legal limit on the tax rate 
that local authorities can charge or on the ratio of 
debt to assessed valuation. These limitations can 
sometimes be evaded by setting up special “dis­ 
tricts” that are merely taxing and borrowing agen­ 
cies though they look like genuine governmental 


units. However, their securities usually must pay 
higher interest than those which the “full faith and 
credit” of an established community stand behind. 
What’s the answer to this tangled mess? 
For most places, there is just one answer: make 
the tax work right. There is no good substitute 
source of revenue. 
Some state aid is necessary anyway, but if local 
self-rule is to keep its place of usefulness and 
pride, it must pay its own way as far as it possibly 
can. 
Municipal income taxes are not for the small 
community. A local sales tax is useful only when 
customers can’t shop elsewhere; otherwise it sim­ 
ply diverts sales to shopping centers outside the 
community and hurts retail merchants who by 
rights should be lucrative taxpayers themselves. 
Anyway, 37 out of 50 states have a state sales 
tax and piling on another one isn’t going to make 
any suburb popular or attract new residents. Or 
industry, either. 
A few good industrial taxpayers may help. 
As one tax authority observes, “Almost every 
community except the most exclusive wants a nice 
prosperous tax-paying industrial plant which looks 
like an art museum, sounds like a Stradivarius, 
and smells like Chanel No. 5. Unhappily these are 
in short supply.” And many residents don't want 
industry at any price. 
S 
o r o u n d a n d r o u n d we go, and come back to 
the property tax. After all, people are used to 
it, and it can be made to work. Serious problems 
can be overcome, as they have been before, by 
taking two steps: 
1) Increase the size of the average taxing unit 
so as to meet the costs of efficient administration. 
2) Establish a system to maintain standards 
and provide a fair, simple source of appeal. 
As a matter of practical politics, these two re­ 
quirements need to be met by state legislation. 
One example is the tightly centralized Maryland 
system, where the State Tax Commission hires and 
fires the chief assessors in each county, fixes the 
number of assistants, and establishes assessment 
standards, forms, and procedures. Iowa has taken 
a middle-of-the-road approach. State law wiped 
out the 2,500 local part-time assessors and re­ 
placed them with 120 county and large-city as­ 
sessors— full-time officials appointed for four- 
year terms by local committees, subject to quali­ 
fying examinations run by the State Tax Com­ 
mission. In Kentucky, where assessing is also on a 
county-wide basis, a competent and energetic 
State Department of Revenue has sought the co­ 
operation of the elected county assessors, using 
its field staff to assist them and providing an 
orientation course for newly elected assessors. 
The brightest gleam of hope is the fact that the 
power of suburban towns in state affairs is increas­ 
ing rapidly with the growth of suburban popula­ 
tions. What is needed now is growing recognition 
that we have a vital stake in strengthening the fi­ 
nancial charter of our liberties— the property tax. 
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Few people question the necessity of 


real-estate taxes—but what is behind the problems faced 


assessors—and unhappy property holders? A searching 


look at the property tax from both sides of the fence

F y o u o w n a home, you won't need to be re­ 
minded that you enjoy at least two annual dates 
with the tax man. One, on April 15, you share 
with most other Americans. The other is reserved 
for real-estate owners. It is the day your local 
property tax falls due. 
The property tax has been called the worst 
managed of all taxes. One critic says grimly that 
there is nothing the matter with it “ except that it 
is wrong in theory and does not work in practice. 
Yet this stubborn fact remains: for all its faults, 
the property tax is the only substantial source of 
income available to the vast majority of our towns. 
Without it, home rule— so cherished by most of 
us—;Would be a delusion. 
So never mind whether the property tax is 
wrong in theory, lf it does not work in practice, 
let's see why, and see also what has been done in 
a few places to make it work better. 
Many of the ills from which the property tax 
suffers today have their origin in fragmentation, 
with some 100,000 units of local government hav­ 
ing the right to levy taxes on property. After iden­ 
tifying the parcels of property to be taxed and the 
owners, they must evaluate each parcel. This is 
the job of their assessor. 
But only a tiny fraction of our taxing units are 
big and rich enough to hire a full-time assessor, 
let alone one who is professionally trainees The 
great majority have to depend on part-time of­ 
ficials, elected or appointed, who are left largely 
on their own to handle the complicated questions 
of the property tax and make it work as best they 
can. The results are frequently confusing to the 
taxpayer, as the assessor is the first to know. 
T 


h e r e w a s , for example, the California house­ 
wife who decided to buy a new house as an 
investment. She was shocked to discover that the 
new house was assessed at more than twice, the 
valuation of her own home, which was a much 
finer house in a better part of town. When she 
protested, the assessor explained: 
“ I always put a high valuation on new houses 
till I find out how many kids the family that moves 
into 'em has. If a family with six kids moves into 
a low-valued house, we lose out, school costs 
'round here being what they are.” 
That was his way of keeping the town paid up. 
The assessor of a Missouri suburb had another 
approach, equally effective: 
“ The folks in these new additions are mostly 
just getting started raising families,” he pointed 
out. “Over in the other end of town, we've got 
people with more money, better houses, and fewer 
worries. So we keep the valuations on the new 
folks down to where we figure they'd be able to 
get along even if hard times come back. If we need 
more money any year, we boost the ante on the 
ones that are able to pay.”

T 


o t h e a v e r a g e weekend golfer, prac­ 
tice means one thing— driving a bucket 
or two of balls at the range or on the prac­ 
tice tee. While the rewards for driving long 
and straight are substantial, the high-handi- 
cap golfer can shave more strokes from his 
score by concentrating his practice on the 
other parts of his game. And, happily, he 
doesn’t even have to stir off his own lawn. 
Of course a stretch of ground can be 
converted into an elaborate practice area 
by installing such things as a putting green, 
large driving net, sand traps, and the like. 
But these devices consume much space— 
and much money. My formula for practice 
at home involves a minimum of training 
aids, postage-stamp space, and no threat of 
broken windows or trampled flower beds. 
And, best of all, it promises big dividends. 
One of my favorite drills for timing, 
rhythm, and balance involves the use of a 
simple rubber mat. No ball is used in this 
routine, although it will be helpful to in­ 
dicate the ball position on the mat with a 
chalk mark or some other indicator. Start 
with one of the fairway woods and take 
your normal swing for this club, just barely 
ticking the mat with the club head. This 
simulates the use of this club on the fair­ 
way, since you take little or no divot with 
the two, three, and four-woods. Continue 
your swings for five minutes. 
Next, pick up your driver and follow a 
similar routine, except that now your club 
head will just miss the mat— as you would 
take the ball off the tee. It would be a plus 
to have an awareness of the checkpoints 
of the tee shot during this drill, although 
essentially we are interested here in acquir­ 
ing the feel of swing more than anything 
else. After five minutes of this, go on to one 
of the irons. Now you will dig into the mat 
a little to simulate the taking of the divot. 
In making contact with the mat, remember 
that the divot is taken after club head meets 
the ball and that the swing is not as full as 
it is with the woods nor the arc as wide, 


O 


n e o f t h e common faults of the week­ 
end golfer is that of hitting “fat” or 
heavy with the irons. This is the failure to 
hit-down and through the ball and take the 
divot properly. Before trying the corrective 
routine for this fault, I would suggest that 
you find an area of the lawn where you 
have lost the war with crab grass since this 
drill will leave some scars. Take an ordinary 
piece of string about a yard long and posi­ 
tion it flat on the ground at a right angle 
to your stance. Place the ball (a plastic 
practice ball for safety’s sake) on top of the 
string. Take your proper swing and hit 
down and through the ball. The string will 
tell you very quickly whether you are ex­ 
ecuting the shot properly by its relationship 
to the marks of your divot. If the divot

back and forth with a normal two- 
handed swing. Change to only one 
hand. Then to the other. Five min­ 
utes of this should be ample. 
Strong hands, wrists, and fore­ 
arms are a plus for the golfer. 
Squeezing a sponge or a rubber ball 
is an old trick for developing this 
strength. I prefer to take a bar or 
a wooden broom handle and attach 
a three-pound weight to it on a long 
string. Holding the bar in both 
hands, 
knuckles up, arms out 
straight, I proceed to lift the weight 
by turning the bar and rolling up 
the string. I then reverse the proc­ 
ess and lower the weight to the 
ground with slow, steady turns of 
the hands. 
The length of the practice or 
exercise session is up to the indi­ 
vidual. Some are capable of longer 
periods than others. Fifteen minutes 
of practice a day would be a wor­ 
thy investment. Another IO min­ 
utes of physical exercise would be 
even better. 
Golf is like so many other things 
in life.

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mark begins in back of the string, 
you are hitting fat and you can 
make the proper adjustment. 
The short game is the phase 
of play most neglected by the rec­ 
reational golfer (and by many pros, 
too, for that matter). An excellent 
means for achieving the delicate 
touch for these finesse shots is by 
pitching or chipping into a pitching 
net. This is a netted hoop, not un­ 
like a basketball goal except that it 
is connected, rather than open, at 
the bottom. The angle of the hoop 
can be adjusted so that one may 
pitch high or low, and of course it 
can be used at any distance. 
While using the pitching net, 
vary your angles and distances, 
once you have the accuracy and 
right “feel” of your short irons, at 
any one spot. Remember that the 
pitching net is not the cup but 
represents that area on the green 
into which you want to place your 
shot. When pitching, try to imagine 
the flag in relation to the net and 
allow for the necessary roll or run.

Out of Neighborhood Pools- 


Into the Olympics in ’64?

Coached by Mary Kelly—

these schoolgirl champions 
hope to represent the U.S. 
for the second time, 
in Tokyo next summer 


T 


h e i r 
n a m e s are Nina Harm ar and Susan 
Doerr, and they both go to school in M ont­ 
gomery County, outside Philadelphia— Nina at the 
Springside School and Sue at Abington Friends 
School. This summer, as soon as their last class is 
over, they will begin work in earnest, swimming 
three and a half hours a day under the guidance 
of Mrs. John Kelly, who competed in the Olympic 
games herself befor# she married the brother of 
Princess Grace. 
She took the girls on when they were in the 
suburban meets— “where the championship ma­ 
terial shows up,” according to her— and coached 
them through a series of triumphs to the Olympics 
in 1960. Of her training methods she says: 


“We do 50, IOO, 300, and 400 yards, at first 
swimming slowly, with plenty of rest periods 
thrown in. We repeat this process over and over. 
Then we try to achieve faster times at these dis­ 
tances and to hold them in constant repetition. We 
develop a pattern.” 
Is all this a grind and no fun? 
. “Too much has been said of training, that it 
makes martyrs of us,” Mrs. Kelly protests. 
After her marriage, and after winning her fifth 
AAU title, she might well have retired from swim­ 
ming, but she couldn’t abandon it. With a zeal 
that has made her a byword, she is a familiar sight 
in private pools and club pools, stopwatch in hand, 
clocking her charges and giving them pointers. 


“The training doesn’t seem like a sacrifice.” Sue 
Doerr agrees with her coach. “We like it a lot. I 
for one would rather do this than go to a foolish 
girls’ slumber party.” 
Certainly 17-year-old Nina H arm ar has not had 
to sacrifice anything. Hoping to go to the Uni­ 
versity of Pennsylvania, she has represented Spring- 
side School in tennis, lacrosse, field hockey, bas­ 
ketball, and badminton. 
O f swimming practice Nina says: 
“You have to work hard and have to love it, 
otherwise you can’t get anywhere.” 
When she was 15 she won three national AAU 
backstroke championships and in addition to set­ 
ting hosts of individual records she has been on 


four national AAU championship relays. 
Sue, who is planning to go to Chatham College 
in Pittsburgh this fall, set a world’s record of 
1:08.2 in the 1961 National AAU 100-meter but­ 
terfly championship. 
She laughs when she is asked if she has to diet 
to make her record speeds. 
“You mustn’t get overweight,” she admits. “But 
I eat like a stevedore and eat fast, even when I'm 
working for the Olympic tryouts.” 
Already, swimming has rewarded the girls with 
purposeful, fascinating trips to many parts of the 
world. They have “swum” all over the United 
States and Canada, and after the Olympics in 
Rome Sue raced in Naples. The next year Nina 


was on an American team that toured England. 
Germany, and Holland. But it all began with 
frolicking in private pools, and to families with 
pools and children Sue offers this sound advice : 
“Make sure your children want to swim. And, 
parents, don’t interfere with them .” 
“It is good for children to splash about in a 
pool and be themselves,” Mrs. Kelly adds. “They 
get the feel of the water and it becomes natural.’ 
If this relaxed water life is to lead on to medals 
and titles, however, you must find the spark within 
yourself and fan it by hard, hard work. 
“You must have the desire to keep going,” says 
Coach Kelly with an eye on Nina and Sue— and 
Tokyo next summer.

Who Says 
the Planting Season Is Over?

o y o u w ish now you had planted more 
parsley or planned on a great big picking 
bed of zinnias and calendulas with an eye to the 
August doldrums? 
Then go right ahead with a second planting. 
But remember the trick is to use late-season meth­ 
ods and to choose quick-maturing plants. 
We learned about second plantings the hard 
way once, when the spring was so cold and wet 
it wasn't till early June that the soil was dry 
and warm enough to germinate seeds. Two earlier 
plantings had rotted in the ground, bot the June 
seeding produced flowers and vegetables that were 
all the more precious because we had to wait for 
them. Another year, sailing for Europe too early 
to plant and returning in mid-June, we sowed 
annuals from then into early July and had a pro­ 
fusion of flowers by August which bloomed till 
the frost cut them down. 
Don't think, though, that we are crowing be­ 
cause we discovered this. Italians and other Euro­ 
peans have been sowing vegetables almost all sum­ 
mer for centuries so as to produce from two to 
five crops from their diminutive gardens. And in 
our own country, succession sowings are a stan­ 
dard practice among commercial growers and the 
more experienced home gardeners. As soon as one 
crop has matured, another is sown, and no part 
of the garden lies fallow till winter. By keeping 
the soil in good tilth, and renewing its fertility by 
rotating crops, the food grown can be kept nu­ 
tritious. Replace a root vegetable with leafy, 
above-ground plants, or vice versa; be sure not to 
plant the crucifer family (cabbage, cauliflower, 
broccoli) in the same location every year. Plan­ 
ning in advance will enable the gardener to get a 
considerable yield from even a small area. 


Hot-Weather Tricks 


At the moment, though, you’ll want to know 
what to sow now, how to take advantage of second 
plantings. Among the suggestions listed at the end 
of this article you'll find a number which should 
prove successful for you. 
Because the soil is warmer and drier now than 
at spring-planting time, seeds must be covered 
mere deeply and the soil must be kept moist. The 
first week or two is the crucial period. Sow seeds 
from two to four times the depth recommended on 
the packet for early planting and see that the soil 
is constantly moist enough so that tiny tender 
roots won’t shrivel and die. Watering in the morn­ 
ing and evening with a fine mistlike spray (which 
prevents washing away the soil from tiny seed­ 


lings) is the way to get your seeds off to a flying 
start. Hard-shelled seeds such as corn, parsley, 
and cucumber may be soaked in water for a day 
or two before planting, softening the shell and 
hastening germination. 
A lath shade or one made of snow-fencing is 
also beneficial to help break the fierce rays of the 
sun and to keep the soil moist. If your seeds are 
planted in rows, mulching between the rows will 
also cool the soil and hold back evaporation, en­ 
couraging the tiny roots to make rapid growth and 
penetrate deeply. 
Biennials and perennials, seeded now, will grow 
for a full season, or you may wait till late August 
or September when the soil once more cools, and 
get in a first crop for ’64. 


Seeds to Be Sown from Now On 


Below is a list of possibilities for sowing from 
now on. As you go over it, bear in mind that plant­ 
ing times vary around the country, just as other 
times do, but you will find this guide accurate 
within IO days. Consult locally, if you can, about 
the plantings you wish to make, and adjust our 
suggestions accordingly. In the end, trial and error 
is the only way to make sure, and amateurs are 
always confounding the experts by bringing off 
plantings which succeed in the face of the “best” 
advice to the contrary. 
ANNUALS to sow to mid-June, later in cooler 
regions: Ageratum, sweet alyssum, arctotis, balsam, 
California poppy, calliopsis, candytuft, cockscomb, 
cornflower, cynoglossum, dianthus, gypsophila, 
lupine, dwarf petunias, Shirley poppy, annual 
phlox, zinnia and, in cooler areas, calendula. 
ANNUALS to sow from mid-June to early July: 
Browallia, calliopsis, cornflower, cynoglossum, 
Shirley poppy, and annual phlox. 
BIENNIALS: (to July I) Canterbury bells, holly­ 
hock, foxglove, pansy, sweet william. (Pansy can 
be sown till mid-August,) 
PERENNIALS: (to June 15) Campanulas, col­ 
umbines, coralbells, dianthus, delphinium, flax, 
iberis, Iceland poppy, oriental poppy, blue sage 
(Salvia), Shasta daisy, veronica. 
VEGETABLES: (to June 20) Dwarf shell beans, 
bush lima beans, cauliflower, late corn, parsley, 
rutabaga. (To July I) Pole beans, pole lima beans, 
early cabbage, chinese cabbage, early corn, cu­ 
cumber, kale, New Zealand spinach, summer 
squash. (To July 25) Beets, swiss chard. (To 
August I) Lettuce, bush beans, kohlrabi, endive. 
(To August 15) Leaf lettuce, parsley (for next 
year), spinach, early turnip.

guides. They will vary with type of grill and size of fire­ 
box, degree of heat, and amount and direction of wind. 


Coals— Add fire starter as directed 
on container and ignite (or use an 
electric fire starter). In 35 to 45 
min. briquets should be covered with 
gray ash; spread briquets evenly, 
leaving about Vi in. between each 
to help avoid flare-ups. Tap occa­ 
sionally to remove gray ash. Keep 
extra briquets around edge of fire 
bed to preheat: add to cooking area 
as needed. 


Chips (hickory, walnut, apple, or 
cherry)— Dampen and toss onto 
charcoal to impart added flavor.

Foil drip pan— Using 18-in. heavy- 
duty aluminum foil, cut 2 sheets 
about 5 in. longer than meat or 
poultry to be grilled. Lay the sheets 
one on top of the other; fold in 
half lengthwise. Turn up all edges 
I Vi in.; miter corners securely and 
fold tips against sides. Make sure 


pan does not rest on burning bri­ 
quets; place at front of fire bed. 
Add a small amount of water to 
pan before grilling. 
For spit roasting, prepare fire bed 
at the rear of the firebox. Place drip 
pan in firebox parallel to and slightly 
forward of the spit rod. 


SPIT ROASTING 


Rolled roasts or poultry— Slip a spit 
fork on rod. Insert point of spit 
lengthwise through center of roast. 
For poultry, skewer neck skin to 
back: tie or skewer wings to bods: 
insert spit through neck skin of bird 
parallel to backbone; bring out just 
above tail. Tie tail to rod: cross legs 
and tie to tail.

HOW TO GRILL 


Spareribs and back ribs— Marinate, if desired. Place on a rack 
in a large, shallow pan. Cover with foil; partially cook in a 
350°F oven 30 min. (lf done in advance and refrigerated, re­ 
turn to room temperature.) To grill, place 6 to 8 in. from coals 
and brush with marinade or sauce. Grill 40 to 50 min., or until 
meat is done, turning and brushing frequently. (To grill ribs 
without precooking: grill over a drip pan about 2 hrs., turning 
occasionally. Turn and brush frequently with sauce last 40 min.) 


Single ribs for appetizers— Have meat dealer saw spareribs (un­ 
necessary for back ribs) across rib bones, if desired. Precook as 
directed above. Cut into individual ribs. Arrange in a basket 
broiler and brush with marinade or sauce. Grill 6 in. from coals 
40 to 50 min., turning and brushing frequently. 


Porterhouse, sirloin, T-bone, or rib (I Vi in. thick)— Marinate, 
if desired. Grill 3 in. from coals (brushing frequently with mari­ 
nade, if used). When well browned, turn and season or continue 
brushing. Total grilling time: 12 min. for rare. For medium or 
well done, increase distance from coals and grilling time. 


Grill chops (I Vi in. thick) 4 in. from coals (brushing often with 
sauce, if used). When well browned, turn; season or continue 
brushing. Total grilling time: 16 min. for medium done. 


Thread marinated meat cubes (I to I Vi in.) onto skewers. Place 
rather close together for rare meat or separate slightly for well 
done. Grill about 3 in. from coals 15 to 20 min., or until tender 
and browned, turning and brushing frequently with marinade. 


Grin burgers (I in. thick) in a basket broiler or on a greased grill 
4 to 5 in. from coals (brushing frequently with sauce, if used). 
When browned, turn and season or continue brushing. Total 
grilling time: IO min. for medium done. 


Score franks and grill 3 in. from coals 5 to 6 min., or until 
browned, turning frequently (and brushing with sauce, if used). 


Halves, quarters, or large pieces—Grill 5 in. from coals. Fold 
wing tips back toward cut side. Brush chicken with cooking oil, 
melted butter, or sauce. Place, cut side down, on greased grill 
over drip pan. Grill for 20 min. Turn and brush with oil or 
butter; grill IO to 20 min. more, or until chicken is tender, turn­ 
ing when necessary to prevent charring. When substituting sauce 
for oil or butter, turn and brush frequently during grilling. 


Wing “drum’* appetizers— Put wing “drums” (meatiest portion of 
each chicken wing), one layer deep, in a basket broiler. Brush 
with sauce; grill 5 in. from coals for 45 min., turning and brush­ 
ing frequently with sauce. 


Using 8 oz. tails, thawed, cut around under-shell and remove. 
Insert a skewer lengthwise through meat to keep tail flat. Grill, 
shell-side down, 4 in. from coals 7 min., brushing frequently 
with sauce. Turn and grill 5 min., or until meat is white. 


Cut each raw shrimp through shell along back; remove black 
vein. Carefully spread shell open; rinse and drain well. Marinate 
several hours or overnight. Put shrimp, one layer deep, in basket 
broiler. Turning occasionally, grill 3 in. from coals 15 min., or 
until shells are slightly charred and shrimp are done. 
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M ARINADES AND SAUCES 


Pineapple marinade— Blend I cup honey, I cup unsweetened 
pineapple juice, 2 cups (2 8%-oz. cans) crushed pineapple, 36 
cup red wine vinegar, 2 tablespoons soy sauce, 6 large cloves 
garlic, crushed, 2 tablespoons ground ginger, I tablespoon 
ground coriander, I teaspoon salt, and Vi cup chopped onion 
in a large skillet. Cook over medium heat, stirring occasionally, 
about 40 min., or until thickened. Reserve I cup to heat and 
serve with ribs. Marinate ribs (4 lbs.) 24 hrs. 


Piquant tomato sauce— Mix and simmer IO min. I cup catsup, 


Va cup lemon juice, I tablespoon soy sauce, 2 tablespoons brown 
sugar, I tablespoon prepared horse-radish mustard, I tablespoon 
grated onion. I Vt teaspoons salt, Vi teaspoon black pepper, Va 
teaspoon oregano, Va teaspoon Tabasco, and I split clove garlic. 


Claret marinade— Mix Va cup olive oil, Va cup claret, 3 large 
cloves garlic, crushed, 4 drops Tabasco, Vi teaspoon dry mus­ 
tard, I teaspoon ground nutmeg, and Va cup finely chopped 
pimiento-stuffed olives. Marinate steaks or beef cubes for kabobs 
6 hrs. or overnight, turning occasionally. 


Mint sauce— Stir together Vi cup water, Va cup lemon juice, 12 
fresh mint leaves, crushed, 2 split cloves garlic, 2 tablespoons 
chopped onion, and I teaspoon rosemary. Let stand overnight. 


Caper marinade for lamb— Mix Vi cup cider vinegar, Vi cup 
sweet pickle liquid, Vi cup olive oil, I tablespoon dry mustard, 
I teaspoon salt, Vi teaspoon pepper, and 2 tablespoons capers. 
Marinate lamb 6 hrs. Claret marinade for beef, see steaks. 


Saucy Roquefort filling— Make a large depression in the center 
of each burger and fill with 2 teaspoons crumbled Roquefort 
cheese and Vi teaspoon olive oil. Reshape burgers to seal in 
filling. Or use commercial barbecue sauce for brushing. 


Tomato sauce, see recipe below. Or use either pineapple mari­ 
nade (see ribs) or commercial barbecue sauce. 


Tomato sauce— Lightly brown Vi cup chopped onion in I 
tablespoon melted butter. Blend in I cup catsup, Va cup cider 
vinegar, Vi cup water, Vi cup light molasses, I env. garlic salad 
dressing mix, and 2 beef bouillon cubes; bring to boiling. Simmer 
15 min. (Vary above recipe by substituting sake for vinegar, 
and French salad dressing mix for garlic salad dressing mix.) Or 
use either pineapple marinade (see ribs) or plum sauce below. 


Plum sauce— Puree purple plums (1-lb. jar). Mix puree with the 
plum sirup, Va cup cider vinegar, 2 tablespoons finely chopped 
chutney, 2 tablespoons apricot preserve, and Vi teaspoon salt. 
Simmer IO min. Or use pineapple marinade (see ribs). 


Butter sauce— Heat I cup butter, 2 tablespoons lemon juke, Va 
teaspoon salt, Va teaspoon paprika, Vi teaspoon black pepper, 
and Va cup chopped parsley until butter is melted. Serve remain­ 
ing sauce hot with the lobster. 


Herb marinade— Blend 36 cup salad oil, Va cup lemon juice, I 
tablespoon prepared horse-radish, I teaspoon seasoned salt, Vi 
teaspoon cayenne pepper, Vi teaspoon crushed savory, Vi tea­ 
spoon crushed tarragon leaves, and I large clove garlic, crushed.

E HAVE been to Europe on a camping trip— more 
than a baker’s dozen of us, aged from two up. Let 
us introduce ourselves. We are the Shedd and Reid fam­ 
ilies, and when we’re at home we live— not very quietly— in 
suburban Niagara Falls. The Shedd clan consists of Jona­ 
than, aged IO, Jenifer, 5, Becky, 3, and Francis and his 
wife Bobbie. Tagging along with Paul and Lois Reid are 
Meredith, l l , Steven, 9, Emily, 7, Pamela, 5, Sarah, 3, 
and Elizabeth, 2. Add Cheryl Hartburg, a 17-year-old 
niece of the Shedds, who was happy to swap baby-sitting 
services for a chance to join, and you have the 14 members 
of our party. 
None of us had ever camped before, but the lure of 
Europe pulled us along, and we were convinced that only 
by making it a camping trip could we take everyone along 
in relative comfort and not land in a debtor's prison. 
“You’re not really taking those little children, are you?” 
many people protested, launching into a detailed and 
heated argument against such rash plans. But their pro­ 
tests only stiffened our resolution. A weekend without our 
little ones was the most we could stand; under no cir­ 
cumstances would we have left them behind. 
On D-Day minus one we loaded our two station wagons 
with a tent, sleeping bags, an assortment of drip-dry 
clothes, some paper diapers (just in case), and a large 
can of peanut butter, and headed for Idlewild International 
Airport. One day later, we landed in Luxembourg and 
were pleased to see the two small Volkswagen buses 
that we had rented waiting for us at the airport. 
They were to be our covered wagons for the next four 
weeks when we visited seven countries— Luxembourg, 
Belgium, Holland, West Germany, Austria, Switzerland, 
and France— stopped at 13 camp sites, swam in three 
pools, two lakes, and one river, consumed 50 dozen eggs, 
140 apples, and what seemed like a half ton of sausage. 
In plain American, we had a ball! 
“Was it easy to find camp sites?” Perhaps we should 
hedge our answer; we traveled after the peak of the sum­ 
mer season. Yet, from the hundreds of camps we saw, 
we’re sure this is no problem. Everywhere, we found of­ 
ficial road markers directing us to camps. We had maps 
showing the location of cam p sites, and we saw many 
camps that weren't even on the maps. 
Cam p facilities were surprisingly good. They all had 
flush toilets; they all had pure drinking water; most of 
them had showers (if they didn’t, they at least had a sink 
and foot b ath); they all had outlets for electric razors, 
although usually on a 220-volt circuit, requiring a con­ 
verter for our 110-volt equipment; a few had hot water 
provided by a coin-operated gas burner; and most of them 
had a small cam p store that sold essentials such as milk, 
coffee, wine, bread, eggs, fruit, and the like. 
These stores were a blessing for a rather surprising 
reason. Shopping in town was always a chore because 


the superm arket is virtually unknown in the parts of 
Europe we visited. Bread and pastries were to be found 
only at the bakery, and many shops sold pastries but no 
bread. A nother store carried fruits and vegetables. The 
meat shop sold only meat— perhaps 20 varieties of sau­ 
sage. No place carried fresh milk. Cam p stores were closer 
than anything else we saw to our own one-stop wonder 
stores, and the milkman did come to them each morning. 
We soon developed the habit of ordering everything in 
14s— 14 apples, 14 sweet rolls, 14 large frankfurters, etc. 
This worked fine except that some of the shopkeepers 
thought we meant 14 kilograms, about 30 pounds. 
“How could you travel with IO children and still main­ 
tain your sanity?” Our children are not angels, and we 
won’t deny our patience was exhausted more than once. 
But half the fun of this adventure was to follow the reac­ 
tions of each child to each new experience. They certainly 
were not a burden. Perhaps a description of a typical 
evening will illustrate how we managed: 


O 


n a s u n d a y in September, we left Holland and drove 
down the Autobahn in Germany to a beautiful camp 
at Cologne, on the banks of the Rhine. By this time, arrival 
at a camp site was a well-organized routine. Steve and 
Jonathan clambered to the top of the bus to throw down the 
tent and sleeping bags. Fran and Paul pitched the tent. 
M eredith, Cheryl, Emily, Jenifer, and Pam all helped to 
blow up the air mattresses, unroll the sleeping bags, and 
arrange them in the tent. While all this was going on, 
Bobbie and Lois started supper. 
There was a small store next to the camp. We had num­ 
erous volunteers to shop for chocolate, milk, and bread, 
and those who didn’t get chosen went to haul water for 
coffee and other purposes. Just 40 minutes after our ar­ 
rival the tent was up, beds were made, shopping was done, 
and we were enjoying our Sunday dinner. 
Afterward, the children organized a soccer game and 
chased butterflies, while their parents relaxed over a 
second pot of coffee, listened to music on a portable 
radio, and watched the river traffic. As dusk arrived, Fran 
and Paul scrubbed dishes while Bobbie and Lois gave 
similar treatm ent to the six smallest children. 
This done, we parents took off for a night on the town, 
leaving Cheryl and the three oldest children in charge. 
We four had a pleasant tour through Cologne, including 
a brief view of the magnificent cathedral lighted at night 
and a sampling of two restaurants. This was our ninth 
night in Europe, and we had managed to go out on seven 
out of the nine. 
Camping brought us into contact with many kindly 
and friendly people. In Luntern, Holland, we met Audrey, 
a pert Dutch girl of 21, who was minding her family’s 
restaurant and hotel while they were vacationing. When 
we asked about getting milk, she insisted on hopping on

n e n i g h t , outside the charming village of Feldkirch, 
Austria, we stopped at a camp next to a beautiful 
swimming pool, which campers were allowed to use. For 
camp, pool, and everything else we paid about 80^ a 
family. This was probably the best bargain we had; still, 
camp facilities averaged less than $1 a family aday. 
We cooked all our own meals except on the four or 
five occasions when we dined out. Certain things— such 
as bread, milk, wine, beer, and cheese—were much less 
expensive than at home. A few items--notably coffee— 
were much more expensive. Car rental, exclusive of gas, 
was $310 for each covered wagon. Gas, food, camp 
charges, entertainment, and the cost of getting to New 
York and home—some 440 miles— ran about $500 for 
the Reid family, with a proportionate amount for the 
Shedds. Our only other outlays were for airplane fares, 
for camping equipment, which we'll be using again, and 
for gifts and souvenirs. 
One unexpected item: we immediately started saving 
for another trip. All last winter we were figuring and plan­ 
ning on how soon we could go back, and later on this 
summer we ll be off again— this time to do England, Scot­ 
land, and Wales. With all the children, of course.

o you happen to have a raw egg and a few children 
spoiling for something to do (who hasn’t) of a 
summer afternoon? Just take them out into the back 
yard and start a cautious game of Cock-a-Doodle-Do. 
I he idea is to play catch barehanded with the egg, taking 
a step backward after each turn. It is usually not a very 
long-lasting game, but while the egg is in circulation it 
holds all players’ close attention. 
A less sporting game is played with an ice cube and 
paper cups and any number of people who love the out- 
of-doors. You toss the cube out of your cup and a friend 
catches it in his and tosses it on, and it gets harder and 
harder of course as the cube gets smaller. Three misses 
and you're out. 
There's a fine collection of “store bought” back-yard 
games this summer, old and new, but before we get on 
to them, one simple point should be mentioned: People 
who have back yards should also have back-yard game 
boxes or closets, where balls and nets and wickets and 
darts can be kept when they’re not being used. It is too 
easy, if you don’t have a storage place, to lose a part of 
the game and all of the fun. 
Now, with the back yard in mind, and perhaps some 
friends about to fall asleep after Sunday lunch, consider 
these possibilities: 


T a k r a w (about $10*) is a lighter-than-air game 
from Malaya for two, three, or four players. Object is 
to catch a perforated plastic ball in the cane “cage” 
which each player wields. It looks hard, but isn’t. 


T e t h e r B a l l ($12.95) develops “reach, speed, and 
drive'' as the manufacturer rightly says. An exciting 
game for two, it is easily set up and requires no main­ 
tenance. Object is to wind the ball, tethered by its nylon 
string, above the black mark on the post. For your in­ 
formation, there is another version of tether ball, P in g 


B a l l, ($6.95) which can be set up on a card table in­ 
doors, to take a lot of the mischief out of a rainy day. 


D e c k T e n n is ($6.95), scored like tennis, is played 
by pitching quoits over a high net. People who are look­ 
ing for trouble like to use short sticks instead of their 
hands for catching and throwing the ring. B o c c e ($30) 
is the game of bowls, Italian style. Lots of fun and lots 
of exercise and good for uneven ground, as the balls 
are perfectly round, intended to be thrown as straight 
as they’ll go. J a r t s ($8) consists of darts as big as 
pigeons, weighted and metal-tipped on one end, which 
you sail into the air, to swoop down on a target in the 
grass marked by a big, but elusive, metal ring.
